SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Halloween 4 The Return of Michael Myers is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 13 years. 

The DVD contains the fourth in a well-known series of horror "slasher" features. Its 
main character is an evil psychopath who returns from the dead to menace the living. 
The feature was examined as a 35mm film by the Chief Censor of Film in 1989 and 
was classified RP16 (Approved for exhibition only to persons 16 years of age and over 
and to any person under that age when accompanied by that person's parent or 
guardian). 

In spite of a number of violent deaths, it is the "scary" horror elements rather than the 
violence which provide the feature's dominant effect. However, the additional material 
on the DVD adds to the extent and degree of violence presented, and to the likelihood 
that the material would disturb a young audience. The availability of the DVD is likely to 
be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to teenagers and adults. 
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
